menced last Tuesday, Is believed to have
been broken.

eral of the etrlkers have applied for
"work, but the management, It Is said,
will only take them back with the un-
derstanding that hereafter the brewery
would be run as an "open shop." The
atrlkera, more than 100 In number,
have made no effort to stop the new
jnen from going to work, and there has
been no disorder.

Opposition Lessens as Rural

Representatives Strongly
Advocate Prohibition.

TRENTON, Jn. IS. There Is evidence
here that the fight for local option will
ma'ke more progress this time than for
llftren ears papt, though the man who
would assert that It has a chance of
passing would indeed be considered al-

most foolhardv.
Hoth paitlrs are inclined in look I'pon

the local option movement with more
tolerance, and were It not for the fact
that New Jersey has such heavy dele-
gations from populous counties where
municipalities are so large, the chance
of passing a local option bill at this
bcsslon could be set down as almost
assured.

With things rather coming their way,
the Republicans feel that they cannot
light the local option people, ai.d ut the
same time they are worried at the posi-
tion of the suioon men should the Re-
publican partv come out in favor of
such a pioposltion.

The Democrats, on the other hand,
are inclined toward local option In the
smaller counties. They are almost rabid
on it in Huntentjon and some of the
other lesser counties like Salem and
Gloucester, and were It not for the
larre delegation from Hudson county
this might be taken up as a good po-

litical proposlton.
With those elements on hand, there

does not appear the same opposition
to local option In the Democratic
camp as theie existed some time ago.
This has encouraged some of tho Re.
publicans In the belief that many
persons In that party would be con-
tent to see local option. It is consid-
ered a dangerous proposition, like
"monkeying wun me tarin, ""j
things have so decidedly changed that
local option may have a chance In
New Jersey some time In the not dis-
tant futuie.

RESERVE BOARD TO

HI SPECIAL FUND

Action Ordered Because of At-

torney Geenral's Ruling Or-

dering Regular Audit.

Creation of a special fund in the
United States Treasury to handle the
moneys of the Federal Reserve Board,
raised by assessment against the vari-
ous banks belonging to the Federal
reserve system, waa ordered by Comp-
troller of the Treaaury Downey today.

This action wu taken In response to
an Inquiry or Governor Hamlin, of
the board, as to how the moneys were
to be handled, in view of the opinion
of th9 Attorney General that the Fed-
eral Reserve Board was an Independent
Government bureau, and that its ex-
penditures should be audited.

Comptroller Downey ruled today that
all moneys collected by assessment
should be deposited in th Treasury in
a special fund created for that pur-
pose. All mone)B held should be col-
lected and deposited by a bonded fiscal
officer or ths board. Disbursement,
he said, should be made by check from
a fund deposited by the Tieasurer
from the special fund.

All accounts, the Comptroller says,
should be submitted quarterly, or, If
possible, monthly to the auditor for
the Stats and other departments. All
vouchers and payrolls should be ap-
proved by the governor of the board,
and all transactions to date stated
In one account for the auditor.
